TAJ/TICS. 



.Referring to the recent bank failures 
and suspensions in England the San 
Francisco Bulletin says: — "There has 
been a general break-up in England at 
intervals varying from nine to eleven 
years ever since 1816. There Las been 
a break-up in this country during the 
same period just as many times, but at 
more uncertain intervals. Sometimes 
they preceded and sometimes they fol- 
lowed the English catastrophes. There 
is no longer any doubt that dangerous 
fictions in finance have been the prime 
causes of theso prostrations. But it 
has long been a question as to whether 
they ought from natural caust?3 to bo 
as widespread and disastrous as they 
usually proved to be. It had been for 
a long time suspected that tl.o trouble, 
when it previously matW its appear- 
ance, was aggravated by two other 
causes, the one moral in its nature, and 
the other designed and sinister in its 
purposes. The first appeared to bo a 
mere habit of custom that ovcrybody 
on the appearance of certain signs, 
should immediately proceed to take 
leave of his senses and smash things 
generally. This for three-quarters "of a 
century was considered to bo the thing 
to do, and it was done with a will. The 
second waa deliberate design on the 
part of long-headed and crafty persons, 
wiio, keeping their own affairs well in 
hand, were always ready to turn the 
mad pranks around them to their own 
account. They might be likened to 
the wreckers on dangerous coasts. 
There is ground for the suspicion that 
they even resorted to false lights to 
carry out their schemes. The first one 
of these crashes, which was not attend- 
ed with the usual results, was that 
which occurred in this country in 1873. 
The regular number of weak spots were 
.simultaneously developed in the finan- 
cial structure. They were rather more 
largely distributed than on former oc- 
casions. But tho panic was stoppod 
and no general collapse took place. The 
explanation is that it was at once seen 
that the trouble was in railroad circles. 
All other interests at once combined 
for mutual protection. Tho rotten part 
was allowed to fall out. For tho first 
time in the history of these curious 
financial hurricanes, the policy of se- 
gregation was adopted. People kept 
their heads, and though distress follow- 
ed, general ruin and bankruptcy were 
avoided. There are some indications 
that the English have borrowed a leaf 
from our experience. The time for a 
grand smash in that country is more 
than up. It ought to have occurred 
in 1877 or thereabouts. All the con- 
ditions are now in existence. Banks 
are bursting; confidence h: undermin- 
ed, and universal distress is prevalent. 
No general collapse, however, has yet 
taken place. Nor is it likely that there 
will be any so long as the trouble is 
confined to the outer circle. The indi- 
cations are that the Scotch, Welsh and 
Cornish Banks which have failed, were 
left to their fate, while tho banks in 
the centre of commercial and financial 
activity have been bracing themselves 
for the onset.' But at the same time 
it must be said that the stato of affairs 
is very grave and menacing. They 
may not have strength enough in Eng- 
land to carry our experiment of 1873 
to a successful issue. If they have, 
the era of general financial convulsions 
may bo said to have passed away, per- 
haps never to return. The wreckers 
at intervals for three-quarters of a cen- 
tury, have had things pietty much 
their own way."

The newly elected Mayor and City 
Council took the oath of office yester- 
day before Chief Justice Sir Matthew 
Baillie BncniE, who addressed a few 
words of excellent advice to them and 
expressed a hope that the Government 
of tho city would be successful and 
harmonious. His Lordship warned 
them of the dangers to which tho muni- 
cipal sjstem is exposed and referred to 
the fact that the city of Quebec was 
recently compelled to go to a foreign 
market to borrow money, because her 
capitalists had no confidence in tho 
civic government. The new Council 
will hold their first meeting to-morrow 
night and commence an era of Muni- 
cipal Reform. When their term of 
office shall have expired wo sincerely 
hope they will have shown that thoy 
were worthy the confidence placed in 
them by the ratepayers.

Our California exchanges state that 
the Congress Committeo on Labor and 
Education have adopted a very " strong 
anti-Chinese report which is conclusive 
in its arguments and resolute in its po- 
sition against Chinese immigration. 
The bill, as reported, prohibits any 
master of a vessel taking on board at 
any point in China more than fifteen 
Chinese with tho intention of bringing 
them to any port in the United States. 
A violation of this provision is to be 
deemed a misdemeanor, punishable by 
a fine of §100 for each passenger and 
imprisonment for six months. In deal- 
ing with the question of Chinese immi- 
gration tho report states in the first 
place that it is undesirable; second, that 
no recognized principle exists which 
compels one nation to receive from an- 
other immigrants of an undesirablo 
class; third, that Congress has power 
to modify or revise the existing treaty. 
Referring to the character of the Chi- 
nese the report says: — "The Mongol- 
ian, like tho Indian, is brought in daily 
contact with our social and political life, 
and, unlike tho African, does not surren- 
der any of his marked peculiarities by 
reason of the contact. It is neither possi- 
ble nor desirable for two races as dis- 
tinct as tho Caucasian and Mongolian 
to live under the same government 
without assimilation. The degradation 
or slavery of the one or the other 
would be tho inevitable result. Ho- 
mogeniety of ideas and of physical and 
social habits, are essential to national 
harmony and progress." The report 
also cleirly defines the relation tho Mon- 
golian bears to labor and states that 
"Equally grave objections may be 
urged against the Chinese from an in- 
dustrial standpoint. Our laboring peo- 
ple cannot and must not bo subjected 
to a competition which involves the 
surrender of the sacred and elevat- 
ing influences of home and tho 
sacrifice of the ordinary appli- 
ances of peaceful civilization. The 
question, therefore, is not one of 
competition, but the substitution of one 
kind of labor for another. No self- 
governing country can afford to dimin- 
ish or destroy tho dignity, welfare and 
independence of its citizens." Some of

Yesterday at 11 a.m. J. H. Turner, 
Esq., Mayor olect, and Couns. Mansell, 
Rome, Walker, Smith, McLean, Thomson 
and Williams wero duly sworn in by Chief 
Justice Sir Matthew Baillio Begbio, who 
in handing His Worship the Mayor tho 
corporate seal, spoke of the dangers to 
wliich Municipal Councils were exposed. 
The city was increasing largely and might 
some day be as largo as New York. If 
ever it were he trusted the corporation 
would be purer. Ho did not wish to cast 
the slightest imputation on any council 
hero, but they' must remember that 
Municipalities all over tho world are now 
on their trial. He had lately read a most 
excellent letter in tho London Times on 
the City of Quebec and referring to its 
loan, where it was stated that there was 
plonty of money in Quebec for the loan 
lying idle in the banks at 4 per cent. , but 
that tho peoplo would not invest it in the 
city works becauso they could not place 
confidence in tho council. He trusted 
this would never be the caso with any 
council in Victoria. His Lordship con- 
gratulated His Worship upon the mark of 
confidence his follow citizens had bestowed 
upon him and trusted that his official 
career and that of tho councillors 
would bo successful and tranquil. He 
hoped they would conduct tho manage- 
ment of tho Corporation with due econ- 
omy, but without niggardliness.

Ho never attended a col- 
lege, but commenced life as a printer boy, 
and in a printing office received the rudi- 
ments of that education which gave him 
high rank as a scholar and literary writer. 
He could speak, it was said, no less than 
seventeen languages, all of which he ac- 
quired by hard application to study. So 
prominent had he become among his 
countrymen, that ho needed no recom- 
mendation for office. President Hayes 
appointed him Minister to Berlin without 
solicitation on tho part of Mr. Taylor or 
any of his friends. Looking to this high 
example, let no ambitious youth be dis- 
couraged by the surroundings of poverty. 
Intelligence, energy and perseverance will 
accomplish the most brilliant triumphs. 

Should the Duko of Connaught be ap- 
pointed Viceroy of Ireland, aS rumored, 
it will be a, politic step. This prince is a 
great favorite with the Irish gentry, hav- 
ing served with his regiment at the Cur- 
ragh camp for several years, and taken 
part in field sports.

A Rough Pooplo. 



From the descriptions given by the 
Government revenue officers of the 
illicit distillers in the mountain regions 
of Tennessee and Kentucky, they are a 
rough people occupying a wild country. 
One who has penetrated to their secret 
fastnesses, (Inscribes them in a lively 
manner. He says : — "The hills around 
abound in iron and coal in enormous 
quantities, and are covered outwardly 
with forests and strange plants. The 
way to the stills is over tortuous roads, 
through winding paths that are seem- 
ingly nothing except hog-runs through 
the wilderness. Over these roads and 
down steep declivities almost impassi- 
ble, it is customary with distillers to 
lead little shaggy mules, with which 
they are all provided, laden with corr. 
or meal necessary for the manufacture 
of 'wild-cat whiskey.' Tho stills are 
of the rudest construction. Tho num- 
ber of men employed at each still is 
from two to six, or even eight or ten. 
The villages are located on almost im- 
passible country roads, far distant from 
railroads, and average from 50 to 200 
inhabitants. In the most active of 
thein the weekly mail is an event of 
note."

Roma. Jan. IS. — In the Italian 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday Signer 
Depretisa, President of Council, in re- 
ply to interrogation by Signer Ereole 
regarding the disappearance of Colonel 
Cola, and what steps the government 
lias taken in the matter. Recapitulat- 
ed facts, and stated that notwithstand- 
ing the most diligent efforts of the 
Italian government and its agents 
nothing has been ascertained throwing 
any light on the mystery. He trusted 
Roumanian Government would not fail 
in the duty incumbent upon it of mak- 
ing a searching inquiry into the case. 
Signor Ercoli was dissatisfied with the 
reply. He insisted that the Roumanian 
Government was responsible for the 
disappearance, and declared if the 
•Italian Government did not make it- 
self respected in the matter and take 
such steps as appeared to him sufficient 
he should move a vote of want of con- 
fidence in the Government. 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 18. — Ayencc 
llusse says the proposal to extend the 
functions of the commission for the 
organization of Eastern Roumelia has 
received the assent of all the powers 
and such prolongation does not consti- 
tute a violation of the treaty of Berlin. 
Russian administration of the govern- 
ment of Eastern Roumelia is thus 
prolonged until the labors of the organi- 
zation commission are concluded. 



Indian* Policy. — Although the 
United States Congress annually dis- 
cusses the question of removing fraudu- 
lent Indian agents and initiating a 
policy of fair-play towards the abor- 
igines, the Indian lands are being 
rapidly swallowed up by whites. A 
bill is now pending for the confiscation 
of the territory of Oxlahorna, on which 
five civilized tribes are now settled. 
The inhabitants number about sixty 
thousand. This territory was origin- 
ally designed to afford an abiding place 
for all the United States Indians, but 
it has failed to attract the northern 
tribes. The land is reported to be the 
richest unoccupied in the Republic, and 
accordingly a vigorous effort is being 
made to set aside existing laws and 
treaties, and throw it open for settle- 
ment by the white population Ameri- 
cans are constantly asking the reason 
of Canada's success in Indian manage 
ment. It is to be found in its adher- 
ence to treaties and obligations enter- 
ed into, notwithstanding the clamors 
of interested speculators.

THE WHIPriN POST. 

It is not generally known that the 
ancient and barbarous custom of . pun- 
ishing minor offences against the law 
by the whipping-post has been revived 
within sight of the Capital of the Un- 
ited States, at Alexandria, Va., and is 
daily practiced. A paper of Washing- 
ton, the Post, sent a reporter to wit- 
ness the cruelty the other day, and lie 
furnishes the following graphic de- 
scription: The Stato laws of Virginia 
provide that all persons convicted of 
petit larceny shall receive a certain 
number of stripes proportionate to the 
offence. To observe and describe tho 
method of inflicting this punish ment, a 
section of the Post was detailed yes- 
terday morning to visit Alexandria, 
where two negroes had been sentenced 
by the Mayor to be whipped. The 
offence for which they were convicted 
was small, merely the larceny of a cap, 
and consequently the number of stripes 
comparatively light. Shortly after 
nine o'clock the men were released from 
their cells and brought into the cor- 
ridor of the station house. 

"Now, Henry Carter, step up and 
put your hands through the grating of 
this cell door," said Lieutenant John 
L Smith, as he drew a newly pur- 
chased cowhide whip from its wrap- 
ping. 

A well funned negro, black as the 
ace of spades, about twenty-one years 
of age, and naked to the waist, walked 
up and placed his hands through the 
grating as directed, while the , Lieut- 
enant passed the whip to officer 
Franks who generally inflicts the pun- 
ishment. 

"How many, boss'/" asked Carter, 
as his hands were secured on the other 
side. 

"Twenty-one ," replied the officer, 
"Lay them on light," pleaded Carter, 
as he began to sing -'Hallelujah" and 
"Glory to Clod" to keep up his courage. 

Swish ! Down came the cruel whip 
on the man's bare back. A long white 
mark looked livid in contrast to the 
ebony skin. "Two 1" called the officer 
as a dee]) cut showed where the second 
blow had been struck. The third, fourth 
and fifth followed in steady succession 
each about one inch below the other. 
By this time Carter was howling for 
mercy. The sixth blow fill diagon- 
ally across the preceding ours, and the 
whole body of the wretched negro 
quivered with agony. Down camo 
the whip again, and Carter writhed 
like a snake. The eighth, ninth, and 
tenth were given with such force that, 
at the latter blow, the handle of the 
whip broke about eight inches from 
the butt end. Without stopping for a 
new whip, Officer Franks grasped the 
instrument further up and kept at his 
work. Another blow. The whipping 
was half done, and yet it seemed an 
age to the reporter, while Carter's 
back was already marked like a check- 
erboard. Each successive blow drew 
from the negro the most piteous yells. 
His body squirmed against the cell 
door, and raised and lowered in its 
efforts to get free, lie turned half- 
way rouiid,and the relentlesswhip wound 
itself around his side, and drew the 
blood from his breast. He jumped in 
his agony, and the cowhide fell across 
his neck and face. Each blow now 
seemed to sink like iron into the man's 
body. The blood began to rush from 
the lacerated flesh, and to one unused 
to this punishment, the scene was al- 
most horrible. 

"For God's sake put something on 
my back, Captain," screamed Carter, 
as the blows fell, sharp and stinging, 
upon his back, the pain growing more 
and more intense. To add to the scene 
if indeed, it needed any addition, the 
other culprit, Albert Dorsey, who ap- 
peared suffering mentally what his com- 
panion was suffering physically, com- 
menced to howl as loud as possible. At 
last, however, the justice of the law 
was satisfied. . The whole operation only 
took about three minutes, and yet it 
seemed as if all the pain which could 
pe inflicted in that space of time was 
laid upon Carter. Although the blows 
had ceased, it was evident that the pain 
wax still felt, and the negro thief will 
carry the marks of yesterday's whip- 
ping for some time to come. 

"Now, Dorsey, it is your turn," said 
the Lieutenant, and the second negro 
was placed in the same position as the 
first. "Give him fifteen," added Mr. 
Smith ; and tho officer having cut the 
air once or twice with his whip, as if 
to try it, proceeded at one to carry out 
his superior's orders. On Dorsey's skin 
which was a light brown, the marks 
showed more plainly, and the blood 
seemed to come quicker. The same 
scene was repeated, and, though he 
seemed to sutler as much pain as Carter 
he seemed togetoveritquiclcer when the 
whipping was finished. 

"What do you think of thisbusiness V 
asked the Post of Lieutenant Smith, af- 
ter tile whipping was ovea, while the 
negroes were putting on their clothes. 

"I am in favor of it. My experience 
shows that it reduces the number of 
larcenies to a great extent. Not only 
that, but it saves the expense of courts, 
it discourages pettifogging lawyers, and 
it is far more effectual than jails or 
workhouses, wliich only' harden crim- 
inals." 

"T suppose you have seen many 
cases of whipping," inquired this par- 
ticular fibre of the Post. 

"At least five hundred." was the 
reply. 

"What is the extent of 'the law?" 

"Seventy-eight stripes. But to in- 
flict them all at once would kill any 
man, and so only thirty-nine are given 
daily, until the sentence is carried out. 
But this number of lashes is only in- 
flicted when the offence is an aggravat- 
ed one. No person is ever given less 
than ten or fifteen." 

Meandering over toward Mr. Franks, 
who had thrown down his whip and 
was putting on his coat, the Post asked 
him how lie liked his work. 

"Oh, I am used to it," he answered, 
"and I don't mind it much. Don't you 
you think this was a neat job/" 



Perhaps ic was. The reporter did 
not like to express an opinion, but 
thought he might as well agree with 
Mr. Franks, and rather reluctantly 
assented. 

"There are not many men who know 
how to handle a whip," continued the 
officer, enthusiastically. "Some of 
them catch hold of it as though it was 
a stick, and bring it down heavy. Now, 
I don't. I just make a simple twist of 
the wrist (illustrating), and bring the 
whip down like a spring. That cuts 
like a knife, and hurts worse than any 
other way." 

"What kind of a whip do you like 
best?" inquired the reporter. 

"Well, I don't like that kind," said 
the gentleman, pointing to the instru- 
ment he had thrown down. "It is too 
stiff and lia'jlo to break. Hut it don't 
make much difference if it is handled 
right. They all hurt," 

"Do the men always squeal? - ' 

"Sometimes they start out with the 
determination to not open their mouths, 
but the whip generally takes that out 
of them. I remember one man, though, 
named Butcher' Smith, who tallied oil' 
each stripe until ho reached thirty-nine, 
when he said, 'Stop her.' Then he put 
on his clothes, lit his pipe, and went 
out of the door. Another man, named 
Butler, refused to Ik; tied, and stood 
with his arms folded while he was 
whipped. But these aro exceptional 
cases. The white men stand it better 
than negroes." 

"How about the women P 

"1 never whipped a woman, although 
such a thing has been done hero often. 
You see the law allows us discretion in 
the ease of women, and they are gener- 
ally sent to jail. l!ut we have no such 
discretion regarding men."

It is 
easily conceivable that a man of Hel- 
ler's quick intelligence could, in a doz- 
en years or more of constant practice, 
elaborate such a system to a wonderful 
extent, and dovise variations — like the 
touching of a few previously-arranged 
articles without saying anything — that 
would mislead a casual observer. One 
point .seemed to prove that he used 
Houdin's method- ho would never 
permit anybody but himself to put the 
questions to the blind-folded woman. —

Er. Strousfcorfj. 

A recent cable dispatch announced 
that Dr. Strousberg, tho celebrated 
Russian railway contractor, had offered 
his creditors three cents on the dollar, 
which has been accepted. His career 
has been a most extraordinary one. 
Born in 1S23, a Prussian Jew, he went 
to London in 1S35, and in his boyhood 
joined the Church of England. When 
a mere youth he dabbled in London 
journalism, and at twenty-five came to 
the United States, where he gave les- 
sons in German. It might have been 
supposed that this country would have 
proved especially adapted to his pecu- 
liar genius, but it was far loss so than 
fifteen years later, and Strousberg, hav- 
ing realized funds by buying soms dim- 
aged goods and selling them at a heavy 
profit, returned to London,, where he 
invested his money in a newspaper, and 
then went to Berlin as agent for an in- 
surance company. A chance acquaint- 
ance with some English capitalists led 
to his becoming a contractor. He went 
from one work to another, and within a 
few years was employing over 100,000 
men, had purchased nearly an entire 
county in Poland, had an immense 
mansion in London, and another, (now 
the British Embassy) in Berlin, not 
surpassed by any in that capital. His 
munificence was on a corresponding 
scale. When the famine*broke out in 
East Prussia he sent whole trains full 
of provisions to his suffering fellow 
countrymen, and during one winter 
caused 10,000 portions of soup to be 
served out daily in Berlin. The Fran- 
co-Prussian war ruined him. He af- 
terwards borrowed money from the 
Bank of Moscow, and getting into dis- 
grace with the authorities ivas banish- 
ed from Russia. Ho has since been 
permitted to return, and, at sixty.years 
of age, has re-commenced to make his 
fortune.

trated upon the Bank of Belgium, in- 
volving in tho aggregate $-1, 000,000. 
His trial was concluded at Brussels on 
the 4th of December^ He entered the 
bank about twenty years ago as a com- 
mon clerk, but rose gradually until he 
became manager of its securities, and 
upon these, while he was drawing a 
salary of only S8I0 a year, he was 
speculating with an audacity that was 
immense. His stealings were exactly 
8-1,000,000, and he is sentenced to 15 
years' solitary confinement. 

A Fragrant Stomachic — -The well- 
known fragrant garden favorite, the 
sweet-scented or lemon verbena ( Lippiu 
eilriodora ) seems to have other qualities 
to recommend it than those of fra- 
grance, for which it is usually culti- 
vated. The author of a recent work, 
entitled "Among the Spanish Peoplo," 
describes it as being systematically 
gathered in Spain, where it is regarded 
as a fine stomachic and cordial. It is 
either used in the form of a cold de- 
coction, sweetened, or five or six leaves 
are put into a teacup, and hot tea pour- 
ed upon them.
